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Mr.  Bradford  : 

Fl£CE  having  appeared 
in  your  paper  of  the 
7th  of  September  laft  under  the 
■anonymous  figuaturc  of  "A  Repub- 
lican,"  wherienthe  author  labored 
bar  1  to  prejudice  the  public  opi- 
nion againit  me,  refpecling  the 
Tote  1  gave  in  the  laft  feilion  of 
Copo'-elS)  on  fome  Relblutions 
brought  forward  againft  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treaf.uy.  In  oppofi- 
tion  to  that  publication,  I  requeft, 
that  you  will  puhlilh  a  few  authen- 
tic facfts  which,  to  ufe  the  author's 
words  H;  cannot,  he  dart  not  d;ny. 
I  would  not  wiili  that  this  mould 
be  confidered  as  an  anfwer  to  that 
contemptible  piece,  but  briefly  to 
mew  vour  readers  how  the  author 
has  endeavored  toimpole  on  their 
miderllanding  by  afalie  ftatemeftt 
of  farts. 

In  order  to  give  hi3  ftatcments 
the  greater  lh«w  of  credit,  he  pre- 
faces then;  by  aliening  that  the 
public  had  called  on  me  to  afhgn 
my  reafbns  for  my  conduct— if  the 
call  of  an  inagnificant  anonymous 
writer  in  the  public  papers,  can 
be  deemed  2  call  of  the  public, 
then  'tis  poflible  he  may  have  told 
one  truth,  but  as  I  retain  a  diffe- 
rent opinion,  muft  therefor*  re- 
gard that  aflertion  as  a  falfity.

t*  of  the  foreign  debt  of  the  Lrni-. 
«•  ted  Mate*,  drew  a  part  of'  it  over 
«' to  America,  and  devoted  it  to 
"the  ufe  of  the  Bank."  As  he 
has'  not  aflcrted  what  fum  was 
drawn  over  to  Amer  ica  of  the  R»- 
nici  borrowed  under  this  act,  t 
tom  only  obier«T,  there  was  no 
ditrimination  in  the  foans,  (as 
■0'  II  be  mewn  hereafter)  and  that 
Tie  piiwer  of  borrowing  was  veit- 
1  d  in  the  prehdent  of  the  United

The  auihcTr'f  next  fatement  is, 
That  the  money  borrowed  un-

«  nited  States,  was  alfo  drawn 
"  over  and  lodged  in  the  Bank,

t*on  he  muft  affirm,  that  two  mil-

gociated  a  loan  of  j  0,5 $0,000  flo- 
rins making  about  nine  millions 
of  dollars  to  be  received  by  inital . 
ments  (after  deducting  premiums) 
to  meet  the  French  debt  as  it  be- 
came due,  without  difcriminating 
how  much  was  borrowed  under 
each  art,  but  bottomed  the  loan  On 
both  ;  information  whereof  was 
communicated  to  Congrcfs  by  this 
Prelidcntas  appears  by -his  fpeech-\ 
cs  at  the  opening  of  the  laft  Sef- 
fion  of  the  fill!  t  crgits,  ai  d 
at  the  opening  of  the  lirft  and 
fecond  felhons  of  the  Iccoud  Con-, 
gicfs.  By  virtue  of  the  art  of  the 
j  2th  of  Auguft,  two  millions  of 
dollars  of  this  loan  was  appropii- 
ated  to  the  purchafing  of  the  do- 
me- 11  ic  debt  of  the  United  States, 
under  the  direction  of  ihc  Prefi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  the  Chief  Ju- 
ftice,  the  Secretary  of  Stare,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treafury  and  the 
Attorney  Genera',  who  were  con. 
ftituted  a  board  for  that  rmrpole 
by  the  fald  art.  and  it  j"  prefuma- 
ble  thofe  gentlemen  would  not  go 
to  Europe  to  direct  the  parchafes 
of  what  was  not  there  for  file  ; 
confequently  the  money  muft  be 
drawn  here  or  nor  ufed  at  all,  ami 
Congrefs  palled  an  art;  the  3d  of 
March  1791,  legal i/.hi«' three  mil- 
lion*, of  florins  of  this  loan'  bor- 
rowed for  the  exprefs  purpefe  of 
redeeming  the  domeftic  debt  of 
United  States,  Sublcquent  to  the 
gi  anting  the  powers  and  inllrticti- 
ons  before  alluded  to,  Congrefs 
palled  an  art  on  the  8th  of  May 
1792,  \*  authoriling  the  Prehdent 
of  the  United  States  to  caufe  to 
be  difcharged,  the  principal  and 
intereft  of  the  debt  (due  to  cer- 
tain foreign  officerf)  out  of  the 
monies  which  have  been  or  (ha!1 
be  obtained  on  loan."  Mmy  of 
thole  officers  had  their  agents  in 
America,  the  fum  of  191 3 16.  £0 
dollars  out  of  the  foreign  loansX 
became  liable  to  be  drawn  here\ 
under  rhat  act,  which  was  accor- 
dingly done.

that  ihe  King  of  l'riiliia  will  con- 
tinue to  abide  by  his  late  folemn 
engagement — provided  his  royal 
Majeity  is  gratified  with  only  two 
millions ot  fcnelifh  pounds,  betides 
what  he  can  Iqueeze  from  the 
German  Circles  !  ! 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  far 
that  this  faithful  and  very  honor- 
able ally  will  fubfidize  to  England 
30,000  of  his  troops,   at  30I.  a 
head.
